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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments have been considered but 
are not persuasive. In response to applicant's argument that the prior art Thompson does not provide, teach or suggest information 
subject to further control or modification by the controlling party (Remarks, page 13), the prior art Kobayushi was used for this limitation; 
applicant cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. 
See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). In 
response to applicant's arguments that the prior art Thompson does not show company nodes/information (Remarks, pages 13-19), the 
applicant repeats arguments previously made, and the Examiner reasserts the responses to arguments of the Final Office Action mailed 
January 5, 2007. In response to applicant's repeated argument that the company information is functional descriptive material (Remarks, 
page 19), the Examiner reasserts the responses to arguments of the Final Office Action mailed January 5, 2007, that the functions of 
storing, modifying, controlling and propagating the data would be performed in the same manner regardless of the type of data. In 
response to applicant's argument that the prior art Kobayushi does not disclose, teach or suggest the concept of company nodes 
(Remarks, page 23), the prior art Thompson was used for this limitation; applicant cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re'Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); 
In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). In response to Applicant's argument that the combination of 
Thompson and Kobayushi would be unworkable (Remarks, pages 23-24), mere allegations of teaching away without support are not 
enough. Further, neither reference criticizes, discredits, or otherwise discourages the combination. See MPEP §2141 .02. In response to 
applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning (Remarks, pages 23-29), 
it must be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But 
so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and 
does not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 
1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). 
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
